OOSEVELT DOING THINGS. 
1 The President has given 
for the prosecution of the Standard Oil 
Company “with every, weapon to be 
found in the statutes.” By all odds 
the most effective of these weapons is 
the Sherman anti-trust law, which 
forbids combinations for the restraint 
of interstate trade and commerce, 
and requires that all such combina- 
tions shall be dissolved when they 
are found to exist. There can be no 
doubt that the Standard Oil Company 
is a combination which comes within 
the purview of the law. If sufficient 
evidence can be found against it, this 
giant monopoly will be throttled. 
Agents of the government, under the 
President’s direction; have long been 
engaged in collecting evidence of the 
unlawful practices of the Standard Oil 
managers. Unless this evidence were 
reasonably conclusive, the President 
would hardly have given the word for 
the government forces to advance to 
the attack. Mr. Roosevelt does not 
often move upon the works of an in- 
trenched enemy until he is sure that 


carrying the intrenchments. 
Indictments have already been found 
against the Standard Oil Company at 
Jamestown, N. Y., and at Chicago, for 
giving unlawful rebates. These suits, 
however, are merely auxiliary to the 
main issue, which will be involved in 
a suit to be begun against the com- 
pany by the government for dissolu- 
tion of the corporation. In all proba- 
bility, this will be the greatest and 
most spectacular lawsuit ever fought 
out in the history of the country. It 
is expected that the oil octopus will 
put up the biggest kind of a fight, for 
it will literally be a fight for life. It 
is proposed to go back into the hi 
tory of dhe Standard Oil Company f 
thirty years, and to bring into the 
white light of publicity many of its 
devious dealings which have hereto- 
fore remained concealed. 
This great struggle in the legal 
arena will in effect Getermine whether 
the Standard Oi] monopoly is greater 
than the government of the United 
States. Can anybody doubt what the 
ultimate decision will be, when this 
ia the issue? 
It in stated that if the government 
wins in the rebate suits it will be 
within the power of the judges to im- 
pose fines aggregating more than 
$100,000,000, and that “so far as the! 
prosecution is concerned no effort win 
be made to have the fines held down.” 
So many and so flagrant have been 
the offenses of the oil octopus that 
even if only a moderate fine should 
be imposed for each violation of law, 
the total of penalties thus exacted 
would mount well up into the millions. 
Mr. Bryan, Mr. Hearst and some 
other less conspicuous demagogues 
have had a great deal to say, at one 
time and another, about the evils of 
monopolistic corporations and the 
methods which ought to be adopted to 
counteract those evils. While these 
worthies have been engaged in loudly 
discussing theories and ostentatiously 
bewailing evils, the President has been 
quietly preparing to strike a telling 
blow at the evils themselves: and the 
indications are that his efforts will 
be crowried with brilliant success be- 
fore the expiration of his term of 
office. 


O ANNEXATION OF CUBA. 
The worst feature of the Cuban 
situation js that the roots of the 
trouble go exceedingly deep. The Cu- 
bans know nothing whatever by ex- 
pertence about good government. Nor 
will it be easy without the lapse of 
considerable time to educate them to 
a due appreciation of what the pless- 
of good government are. a 
v large proportion of the Cuban 
population the comprehension of any 
benefits from good government is im- 
possible. They~are too profoundly ig- 
norant to be able to grasp theoretic- 
ally the blessings of liberty under 
law. ‘Their necessities are so abso- 
lute and so persistent that a dollar 
in hand outweighs all other personal 
considerations in their minds, and a 
$20 gold piece looks to them like a 
moderate fortune. They have become 
so accustomed to corruption in their 
Governors that the value of the fran- 
chise in their eyes is measured by 
what it will bring in the open market 
on election day. : * 
The United States occupies to the 
island very much the attitude of a 
court of equity. Secretary Taft ig sit- 
ting in this court as presiding judge, 
and in order to preserve the dignity 
of the court he finds it necessary to 
have half of the American war fleet 
at hand as court bailiffs and Gen. 
Fred Funston at his elbow as Sheriff 
to enforce respect for the court. Mr. 
Taft, sitting in this capacity, finds that 
neither party to the contention is able 
to come into court with clean hands. 
Another trouble appears to be that 
the great business interests of Cuba 
are entered upon a quiet and mild 
conspiracy to compe] the United States 
to intervene. They bave no confidence

Cubans during the present generation, 
and perhaps not They seem to 
wish to compel the nited States to 
intervene in a permanent way, which 
if not actually annexation would prac- 
tically amount to that. There is some 
excuse for the business int of 
Cuba in assuming this attitude. There 
is no justification. | : 
The excuse for this procedure is 
found in the make-up of the popula- 
tion of Cuba. It is exceedingly mixed. 
There remains in the island some rem- 
nant of the original Indian blood. On 
this has been grafted a strain of Af- 
rican blood. As a rule these Indians. 
negroes and half-castes of all shades 
of color, are brutally ignorant. They 
have had no part heretofore in the 
government of the country and do not 
seem to realize that they should have 
any part in the government. Their 
stake in life is so small that it seems 
to them a good bargain to part with 
their political rights on election day 
for about a dollar. 3 
Of course there remains a very large 
element of Caucasian population, not 
to speak of the exceptional cases in 
which members of the other races 
have risen to the plane of respectable 
intelligence. These people of Cauca- 
sian race have sufficient interest in a 
material way to make foundation for 
a desire for good government. Nunier- 
ous individuals of this class find their 
immediate personal interests to consist 
more in reaching political office 
through the corruption of those below 
them than in contending for good 
government for the whole people. 
Setting the different elements in 


‘view in this way certainly does not 


seem to offer much hope for imme- 
diate political regeneration among the 
Cubans. The United States is bound, 
in every way, to our own people, to 
the people of Cuba, and to the world, 
to see that peace is maintained in the 
island, property and other rights of in- 


dividuals safeguarded, and an oppor- 


tunity given there to enjoy life and to 
carry on business free from continual 
uprisings and revolutions, Some of 
the best constitutional lawyers and 
those skilled’ in international law 
claim that by the Platt amendment 
the United States actually exercises at 
all times sovereignty over the island 
of Cuba. Whether our rights go quite 
as far as that or not, they certainly 
go so far as to justify, indeed to make 
it a duty incumbent upon us, to main- 
tain peace in the island. There is no 
doubt that the government of the 
United States will do its duty. Win- 
ingly or unwillingly; the Cubans will 


have to arrive at some basis. ot agree- 


ment among themselves, to lay down 
arms and to allow the people of Cuba 
to enjoy peace and quietness and to 
pursue their daily business vocations 
unmolested. 

But does this duty involve the an- 
nexation of the island of Cuba to the 
United States at the time? We 
think not. That there a great 
many Americans and Buropeans en- 
gaged in business pursuits in the is- 
land who Would be glad to see the 
country absolutely ‘annexed to the 
United Sta is evident. That there 
are a few of our own people, at home, 
and @ still larger number in Europe, 
particulary England, who would like 
to see this done, is also evident. But 
it appears 40 us that the good faith 
of the United States is pledged against 
any such step except in the event of 
absolute necessity. Our proclamation 
to Cuba ahd to the world when we 
undertook to free the island from the 
misrule of Spain was that we were 
moving not in a way of aggression, for 
territorial aggrandizement, nor for our 
own national interests, but for the 
benefit of Cuba and in the interest of 
humanity, The faith of the country is 
pledged against the annexation of the 
island under existing circumstances. 

It would be as detrimental to the 
best interests of tlie United States as 
it would be besmirching to our nation- 
al honor to precipitately annex the 
island of Cuba. There is a misappre-

The Beet Sugar Crop. 

An Omaha dispatch says that Ne- 
braska and Colorado, two of the chief 
beet sugar producing States in the 


1,500,000 tons of sugar beets will be 
produced in Nebraska and Colorado 
this year. Last year less than two- 
thirds of this amount was produced. 
The total acreage in beets in the two 
States this year is 132,000—Nebraska 
having 17,000 and Colorado 
115,000 acres. The total acreage last 
year was 102,134—Nebraska having 
16,218 and Colorado 85,916 acres. 

This Bumper crop will involve the 
payment to farmers who raise the 
beets of more than $6,000,000 and the 
expenditure of approximately $2,000,000 
in wages to those who harvest the 
crop and those who in one way or an- 
other are employed in the factories 
that convert it into sugar. 

The total acreage in the country 
contracted this year is - 399,562. The 
total acreage harvested last year was 
306,364. The total crop, based on an 
average yield of ten tons of beets to 
the acre, will involve a total yment 
to the farmers who raise the ts of 
more than $20,000,000. 

Machinery for Japan. 


Big orders for machine tools, power 
plant equipments and general ma- 
chinery continue to be placed. While 
most of these orders are by domestic 
users, not a few of the largest pur- 
chasers are being made by Japanese, 
Mexican, South American and other 
foreign railroads’ and industrial cor- | 
perations. Prices of machine tools 
are also being advanced by many of 
the leading manufacturers as much as 

per cent., and manufacturers of 
chucks have likewise raised their 
prices 5 to 10 per cent.
